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GENERAL REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Differing from the usual custom school opened last 
spring April 15, two weeks earlier than formerly, and con- 
tinued eleven weeks, beginning again in September and 
closing at the end of ten weeks. The winter term was 
only nine weeks in length. ‘The reason for this was that 
the school board have learned from past experience that 
the spring and fall terms are the most profitable, as the 
attendance for the winter term on account of sickness and 
bad traveling is very irregular. 

Our registers show an increased number of visits by the 
parents. We are glad to note this and would urge them 
to visit their children at school, surely, once during the 
term. 

Last fall we put a new series of arithmetics into the 
schools. As they differed radically from the arithmetics 
so long in use, both in arrangement and methods, we hes- 
itated somewhat before making the change, but we feel 
much pleased at the results obtained by the pupils during 
the two terms which they have been in use. With 
the exception of our geographies which are not quite what 
we would like them to be, the text-books used in our 
schools are very practical and well adapted to the wants 
of our common schools. 

We think also that we have been very fortunate in our 
selection of teachers for the past year, as there has been 
but little complaint, and the schools, generally speaking, 
have shown that teachers and scholars have been inter- 
ested and industrious. 

Many, in fact most, of our teachers have interested 
their pupils in many things not strictly taught by the text- 
books of the schools, such as drawing, botany, natural his- 
tory, etc. This may seem a waste of time at the first 
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thought, but these different lines of study help a child to 
determine his or her life-work, and in this way many a 
teacher has led her pupils up to a higher plane of observa- 
tion than they would otherwise have reached. 

During the past year four schoolhouses, the two at Con- 
toocook, one on Main road, and one at Hatfield, have been 
painted on the outside. The schoolhouses at Clement’s 
Hill, at Beech Hill, and on the South road have under- 
gone a partial renovation in the inside. ‘Two or three of 
our schoolhouses will soon need a new coat of shingles and 
renovation inside will soon be needed by others. It is be-~ 
heved that an appropriation not larger than that of last 
year will be sufficient for the coming year. 

At our last annual meeting the sum of fifty dollars was 
appropriated for the purpose of introducing Bear pond 
water into the two schoolhouses at Contoocook. At that 
time the school board understood that the annual rental 
of each faucet was to be three dollars, and a statement to 
that effect was made to the meeting. Officers of Contoo- 
cook precinct were present and did not question the state- 
ment. During the last part of April the school board had 
the two schoolhouses piped and the necessary fixtures put 
in for the above named sum of money, and the water 
board introduced the water. 

About July 1 the school board were surprised by being 
informed that ten dollars was claimed as annual rental for 
the two faucets in use in the schoolhouses. As this price 
for the water had never been heard of, nor agreed to, by 
the district or the school board and was considered exces- 
sive, it was not paid. About Sept. 1 the water board shut 
off the supply of water from the schools, but the pupils 
were supplied with water in the usual way. 

As the water board and the school board have been un- 
able to agree upon a price for the water, it has been 
thought best to refer the matter to the voters for settle- 
ment.
